New Dork and Erie Railroad. 

For the information of our readers, nearly all of whom are remotely or di- 
rectly interested in this great work, we lay before them the following facts, re- 
lating to its origin and proceedings. The Legislature in 1825 directed a survey 
ofa State road, to be constructed at the public expense, from the Hudson to 
LakeErie. ‘The survey was executed from the lake to the Hudson, in Rockland 
county ; but owing to the growing indisposition on the route of the canal (which 
had been opened in 1824), to favor the opening of a thoroughfare through the 
southern tier of counties, the project was finally abandoned. The subject of 
nilways now began to attract attention, and the manifest and growing benefits 
of the canal to those counties through which it passed, served to increase the 
conviction in the southern tier of counties of the necessity and importance to 
them of an equivalent thoroughfare. In Nov., 1831, Eleazer Lord published a 
iotice of intention to apply to the Legislature at its ensuing session for an act 
incorporating the ‘‘ New York and Erie Railroad Company ;’’ and the act incor- 
porating it was passed on the 24th of April, 1882. The charter, as passei, re- 
quired a preliminary subscription of ten millions of dollars, which of course ren- 
dered. an organization that year impracticable. At the next session, application 

made for an alteration of the charter, so as to allow an organization of the 
ompany, on $500,000 being subscribed. An amendatory act was passed on the 
th of April, 1833; but it required a preliminary subscription of $1,000,000. 


G Under this act the commissioners met in J uly, 1833, and received subscriptions 


forthe amount required. Early in August, 183°, the company was organized, 
by an election of directors and officers : Eleazer Lord was appointed President, 
ud continued in that office until the 4th of February, 1835. Meetings of citi- 

ens were held in 1833, in several of the southern counties ; and in November a 
onvention of delegates from thirteen counties, met in this city for the further- 

te of the object of this company. 

At the session of the Legislature in 1834, petitions were presented from the 
, from the convention held in this city and from several of the counties, 
or aid by way of a subscription to the stock or oth»rwise as might be preferred. 
The result was an act appropriating $15,000 for the survey of the road. Under 
his act, the selection of an engineer being referred to the Executive, Governor 

appointed Benj. Wright, Esq., who performed the survey im the course 

the ensuing season ; and having completed his maps and estimates about the 
of December, rendered his report to the Legislature early in the session of 

18%. The favorable results of this survey encouraged those interested in the 

oad to take measures preparatory to further and more active operations, and a 
organization of the company took place, Feb. 4, 1835. Mr. Lord resigned as 
t, anc Mr. James G. King was elected to that office, in which he con- 
tinued nearly five years, to the close of September, 1839. 

Immediately after these changes, application was made to the Legislature for 
* loan of credit to the company, which failed. At the session of 1836, the Le- 
granted to the company 2 loan of the credit of the State for three mil- 
ious of dollrrs in aid of their undertaking. By the terms of this act, the loan 

to be issued in four successive insta]ments, as the four specified divisions of 
be road should be completed ; no portion of it therefore was available in the 
mbarrassin of 1837. The Legislature at the session of 1838, amended the 
ove mentioned act, so as to authorize issues of State stock in sums of $100,000, 
finst every like sum collected by the company. Before the first issue, how- 

t; the company were required to locate and put under contract ten miles of 

it road, eastward from Dunkirk and a like distance westward from Piermont. 

About the close of September, 1839, Mr. King resigned the office of President, 

(Mr. Lord was elected to that office, and coutinued in it until May, 1841, 


There being no other practica] method of obtaining funds for prosecuting the 
work on the road, active measures were taken in 1839, for procuring subscrip- 
tions throughout the southern tier of counties, particularly on the Susquehannah 
division, between Binghampton and Hornellsville, 117 miles in extent. These 
measures were successful, and that division was put under contract in February 
1840 ; and subsequently, under a like system, contracts were made on the west- 
ern division, frem Homelisville to the ten miles west of Dunkirk, which had 
been commenced in 1838. 

At the session of the Legislature in 1840, the Loan bill was farther amended 
80 as to authorize issues of $100,000 State stock, against every $50,000 which 
had been and should thereafter be collected on the stock of the company, until 
the original amount of $3,000,000 had been issued. 

During the fall of 1840, the whole of 1841, and the early art of 1842, the work 
was prosecuted with great vigor. At the expiration of this time, owing to the 
want of funds, and the failure of the Legislature to render them any aid, the 
company were obliged to suspend operations, and on the 11th of April, 1842, 
they made an assignment of their property. 

In April, 1842, the bill known as Faulkner’s bill, was passed by the Legisla- 
tufe. The provisions of this bill were such, however, as to render it of no ser- 
vice in the farther prosecution of the work, and no efforts towards a resump- 
tion of the work by a subscription or otherwise were made this year. 

At the election in Oct. 1843, an entire list of new directors were chosen, and 
Mr. Horatio Allen was appointed President during the remainder of this year, 
and up to October, 1844, many efforts were made to resuscitate the work, but 
without success, 

At the annual election in Oct. 1844, Mr. Lord was again appointed President. 
The Board then published an address, expressive of their views of the under- 
taking and of the course proper to be pursued, and proposed a subscription to 
the stock as necessary both to the resumption of the work on the road, prior to 
the expiration of the time limited in Faulkner’s bill, and to any reasonable hope 
of an alteration of that bill by the Legislature, so as to render it serviceable 
towards the completion of the road. 

A subscription was accordingly opened, proposals for grading about twenty 
miles west of Middletown were received, and a contract for a portion thereof 
being concluded, the work was resumed in Feb. 1845. 

Application in the meantime was made to the Legislature for the necessary 
amendment of the law of April 1843. 

On the 14th of May, 1845, a law was passed by the Legislature relating to the 
construction of the road, the release of the State claim, subscriptions to the 
stock, &c. 

On the 8th of July, 1845, Mr. Lord resigned the office of President, and early 
in Septem ber following Benjamin Loder was appointed President. 

Under the act of May 14, 1845, the company are at present prosecuting the 
work, having procured agreeably to that act a subscription on the part of indi- 
viduals of $3,000,000 to the capital stock of the company. 

Of the importance and utility of this work to the city and State of New York, 
and especially to those portions of the State through which it is pro posed to lo. 
cate the road, no one who has given the least attention to the subject, can have 
a reasonable doubt ; and we hope that every New Yorker wil] rendcr this great 
work every assistance in his power, 

The total length of the route surveyed for the road is 451 miles, of which 53 
miles are finished, extending from the Hudson River at Piermont to Middletown. 
The stock issued by the State in behalf of this Railroad, is $3,000,000, bearing 
interest at 4 1-2@a6 per cemt—the annual interest amounting to $167,500.

to be called for, leaving an amount not much different from that of cash on 
hand at the commencement of the year, 1846. 

To meet its debt, on account of the Western Railroad, the State holds ten 
thousand shares of stock, which cost $1,000,000, and which will without doubt 
be worth at least its cost when the debt falls due. 

In addition to its stock, the commonwealth has also established a sinking 
fund, consisting of one-half the proceeds of the sales of lands in Maine, since 
April, 1537. 

That fund now amounts to $359,141 25, and will in all probability come up 
to $1,000,000 by the year 1857, and thus give the commonwealth a clear reve- 
nue of the amount of dividends on its stock, which were $60,000 the last year. 

To pay the balance of the debt for five per cent. stock, temporary loans and 
note to Phenix Bank, in all $81,015, there remains only the balance of State tax 
for 1845, due February, 1, 1846, amounting to 66,606 75, and the amount on 
hand on account of Railroad loans $2,666 48, in all $69,273 23, leaving a de- 
ficit of $11,741 77, which would be more than balanced by an excess of revenue 
equal to that of last year. Whether there will be that excess, depends partly 
upon the amount of dividends from the Western Railroad, but more especially 
upon the action of the Legislature. 

The Treasurer has however great satisfaction in expressing his belief that no 
further State tax will be necessary, as the Bank and Auction tax are both rather 
increasing, while the expenses will be much less, in consequence of the final 
redemption of the five per cent. stock during the present year. 

The School Fund has been increased during the year $56,478 63, and now 
amounts to over $810,000, exclusive of interest, accrued and partly due on 
notes for lands in Maine, equal to about $20,000 more. 

There has been paid during the past year for School District Libraries, the 
sum of $1335, and in 1842, 1843, aod 1844, $27,675, making in all $29,010, 
which amount is not likely to be very much increased at present, 

The fund is now only subject to an appopriation made last winter of $5,000, 
on account of Normal! schools ; and unless further calls are made upon it, will 
in a few years amount to one million of dollars, at which sum it is limited. 
The interest on that part of the fund consisting of notes for lands in Maine, as 
fast as received is added to the fund. 

The interest on the balance, consisting of notes of Banks, Commonwealth 
scrip, &c., is annually distributed for support of Common Schools among the 
towns of the Commonwealth, so far as they comply with certain laws. 

The sum received for that purpose, since the fund was established in 1834, has 
amounted to $247,188 66, and will be constantly increasing for each year. 

Since the undersigned was appointed Treasurer, he has under direction of the 

Governor and Council, loaned $76,043 of this fund at five and six per cent., on 
notes secured by mortgage of good real estate, and has further applications, 
more than equal to the balance of cash on hand, which will pay six per cent, 

The Western Railroad Stock Sinking Fund, has also increased largely, being 
now $359,141 25, against $257,202 97 last year. A portion of this amount,

In conclusion, the undersigned cannot but express his gratification that bey 
able to present the financial condition of Massachusetts in such favorable ligh, 
and state his confident belief that, under ordinary circumstances, there ca 
no doubt of a continued increase of her revenue.

PENNSYLVANIA. 

' After a session of one hundred and six days, the Legislature of Pennsylvania 
closed its labors on the 22d ultimo. Among the most important public bills 
passed at the present session, are :—an act making appropriations for the ex- 
penses of the Government ; an act to increase the revenues of the commonwealth 
and reduce the public debt ; an act fixing the time for the adoption and publica- 
tion of tolls on the public works ; an act to incorporate the Pennsylvania Rail- 
toad Company ; an act granting the right of way to the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company ; and an act authorizing the construction of an out-let lock 
on the Delaware division of the Pennsylvania canal. On the day previous to 
adjournment, the following message was received from the Governor ;

* Gentlemen—As your session is about to terminate, and effective 
has not been made to meet the public engagements, | am moved by an imper 
ative gence of duty, to somad gl attention at this late period to the pressing ne-

“ From a careful estimate »t the commencement of the present session, and 
communicated in my annual message, it was apparent that ‘the assessment of the 
year one thousand eight hundred and forty six on real and personal estate, and 
the revenues of the year proper derivable from all other sources taken together, 
would be insufficient to meet the demands on the Treasury for the same period 
by the sum of $416,296 09; and that in supplying the deficiency, the balance 
aah Treasury on the first of December, 1815, will have been reduced to 
$88,590.’ 

“ Nothing has since transpired to warrant the belief that this estimate is, in 
any materia] respect, imperfect. But the injury done to the public works by 
the recent floods, and the consequent delays in Y py beg for transportation, 
have involved a loss to the State of about $250,000 ; that is to say, the extraor- 
ey repairs which have thus become necessary will cost more than $100,000, 
and the tolls during the progress of the repairs, are estimated at $150,000 more. 

“ These facts are so conclusive that they cannot be strengthened or enforced 
by ee If additional revenues are not provided, the interest cannot pos- 
sibly upon the public debt ; and the faith and honor of our ancient com- 
monw must be once more violated. 


‘* For one, I am not content to rest under the grave sibilities which 
must attend upon inaction in a crisis like this; and feeling that it rests with the 
Assembly at this time either to place the public credit beyond the reach 

of all uncertainty and doubt, or to inflict upon it irremediable wrong, I cannot 
hesitate in poms A ith due respect, this solemn appeal to their wisdom and

The delay in passing the new Tariff, is greater than had been expected, and 
there is yet an uncertainty as to the passage of this bill. The ruling prices of 
the week may be considered as follows .—Three per cents., 95 1-4; Spanish 
three per cents., 32; Danish do., 87 1-2; Belgian four-and-a-half per cents., 99 ; 
Dutch four per cents., 94 3-4 ; Portuguese five per ceuts., 60 ; Mexican do. 31 3-4; 
Peruvian six per cent. Bonds, 40 ; Chilian do., 96; Bank stock 204@206.

The income for the year shows thus a deficiency of £2,327,000, when com- 
pared with 1845. The decrease in customs for the fitst quarter of the present 
year is £440,588; and from excise, £291,027. This is mainly attributable to- 
the operation of the new Tariff, which admits a large ber of articles, inclu- 
ding Indian corn, cotton, beef and pork, duty free. 
The general principle of the Tariff of 1842, was to reduce the duty on raw 
materials to about 5 per cent ; to limit the duty upon partially manufactured ar- 
ticles to 12 per cent.; and on complete manufactures, to about 20 per cent. In 
1844 the duty on foreign wool was repealed ; and in 1845, another great change 
took place in the repeal duty upon cotton. This article bad previously yielded 
about £680,000 per annum, and the duties likewise removed from four hundred 
and thirty other articles, which had yielded about £320,000. By these exten- 
sive changes, the labor, delays and expenses of warehousing are removed ; and 
by the alterations now under consideration, a still further beuefit will arise. 

I have seen no published report of the revenue received for the year at the 
various ports; but some correct idea may be may had of the relative amounts at 
the respective ports, from the annexed list of duties collected for the year end- 
ing January 5, 1845 :—

Not over £200,000 was collected at any other single port in the kingdom.
